How  happy  1  was  to 
have  GLM-7V  twice  over,  (I  have  two  bars)  and  the  beauty  of  the 
incused  oval!

“field’  or  better  yet,  the  word  “field”  and  solid  pan  rim  (MLM-1 3FV).  I 
had  two  chances  as  I  have  2  bars;  the  excitement  mounted!  Turns  out  1 
have  two  of  the  same  -  MLM-1 3. 

How  about  MLM-1  (First  Love)?  Do  1  have  8  flowers  (Type  4)  or  1 1 
flowers  (Type  3  or  4)  or  even  1 1  flowers,  flat  letters  (MLM- 1 AV 1 )?  1 
have  MLM- 1 A  ( 1 1  flowers  and  hollow  pan  rim). 

Father’s  Day  (MLM-38)  was  a  hoot!  Do  1  have  a  small  ripple  or  large 
ripple  on  the  end  of  my  line,  or  a  variety  Type  3  or  3A?  I’ll  never  tell! 

I  wonder  how  and  why  variety  bars  came  into  existence.  Who  could 
have  masterminded  all  of  this?

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Seeking ^Soca/  ingot  Information 


Coca-Cola  silver  ingots,  struck  mostly  for  the  75th  anniversary  of  the 
larger  local  bottling  plants,  are  probably  the  hottest  silver  art  items  going 
because  the  topic  crosses  collecting  lines.  Despite  the  great  interest  from 
both  silver  art  and  Coca-Cola  collectors,  the  information  available 
concerning  them  is  really  sketchy.  There  are  several  more  issues  known 
or  suspected  than  the  Guidebook  lists.  There  are  also  gallery  proofs, 
unlisted  varieties,  mules,  bars  with  no  serial  numbers,  gold-plated  pieces, 
off-metal  examples  and  who  knows  what  else.  Several  people  have  tried 
to  keep  records  and  share  their  information  with  other  collectors,  but  I’m 
finding  that  the  dispersion  rate  is  limited  and  nobody  has  the  whole 
picture. 


My  goal  is  to  compile  all  the  available  information  into  a  comprehensive 
document  and.  time  permitting,  a  website  offering  “everything  you  ever 
wanted  to  know  about  Coke  bars.”  To  accomplish  this,  I  would  like  to 
know  of  any  silver  pieces  that  are  not  listed  in  the  catalogue,  pieces  in 
other  metals  or  pieces  with  edge  lettering  or  numbers  that  differ  from  the 
norm.  1  would  like  pictures  and/or  scans  of  unlisted  bars  and  pictures  of 
contemporary  holders  or  presentation  items.  Another  aspect  would  be 
any  contemporary  advertising  offering  or  mentioning  the  ingots  during 
the  bottler’s  celebrations.  Finally,  the  World  Wide  Mint  name  changed 
ownership  during  the  period  when  the  bars  were  struck  and  some  of  the 
later  bars  were  struck  by  other  entities.  If  you  have  knowledge  of  the 
timing  of  the  ownership  change  and  who  the  principals  were  or  who  the 
other  striking  entities  were,  I’d  be  interested.  All  contributors  will  be 
acknowledged  and  photos  credited  if  you  wish.
